“When measured 
probably is the most important item 
entering into the construction of an 
ordinary dwelling,'- says an aricle in 
the current issue of the Home Owner. 
"But when measured in cost it is rel¬ 
atively of much less importance. All 
the wood required to build an ordinary 
live, six or eight room house repre¬ 
sents only about 2D per cent of the i 
total cost. As the size and the ag¬ 
gregate cost increases and proportion¬ 
ate amount of lumber required grows 
smaller. 

“A great many people allow them¬ 
selves to be influenced in the size and 
the character of the house they are 
going to build or are disuaded from 
building at all by the fluctuating price 
of lumber. As a matter of fact, a 
bill of lumber for an ordinary house 
bought at the extreme high price that 
may prevail in any given year would 
not be more than $50 to $76 greater 
than the same bill bought on a low 
market. 

Material Higher 

“Of course, if all other items of 
building material go up at the same 
time it makes quite a dilference, but 
the market in the last year or so has 
been fairly steady all along the line, 
and no violent fluctuations need be ex¬ 
pected in normal times. 

“So far as lumber and other wood 
products are concerned, the market at 
present is in a normal state; it prob¬ 
ably is neither too high nor too low. 
True, prices are higher than they were 
before the war, but pre-war prices 
never will prevail again in the lum¬ 
ber industry. There are many sound 
economic reasons for this. 

Conditions Different

: measure, who sought to issue a cer- 
j tificate to sell stock in unsound “get- 
rich-quick” schemes. No permit is re¬ 
quired to sell units.” 

Law Not Impaired 

These statements are erroneous and 
misleading and apt to cause many vio¬ 
lations if the truth is not made public 
at this time. The facts are these: 

The Corporation Securities Act has 
not been annulled. It has not even 
been punctured. 

Units as oil stock or any other 
stock will continue to be governed and 
supervised by the State Corporation 
department. 

The bars have not been let down to 
all classees of oil promoters. They 
have not been let down to any class. 

A permit must be secured in order 
to issue “units,” pipe line deeds, as¬ 
signments of royalty interest, or any 
instrument which would entitle the 
purchaser to a share of the profits to 
be derived from the drilling of an oil 
well or wells. 

Investigate your Projects 

The only reason I can find for the 
broadcasting of such misleading infor¬ 
mation is the decision of the District 
Court of Appeals in the case of the 
State of California vs. E. A. Lamb. In 
this case Lamb was selling deeds to a 
1-4000 undivided interest in a small 
tract of land at Santa Fe Srings. The 
title to this land was vested in the 
State Torrens Title company, who is- 
i sued the deeds. In none of his print¬ 
ed literature did Lamb promise to drill 
an oil well with the proceeds of the 
sale of this land. The court held that 
in this case the deed was not a secur¬ 
ity, nor Lamb a “company” or “trus¬ 
tee within the meaning of the Corpor¬ 
ate Securities Act. So to evade 
the Corporate Securities Act, Mr. Pro¬ 
moter, you must buy some land and 
then in charging a fabulous price for 
an undivided interest you must be 
careful not to make it too clear that 
you are going to use the money to 1 
drill an oil well. You must let the i 
poor sucker infer this by innuendoes j 
and statements regarding the great 
wealth to be made by an investment in 
oil. I hope and believe that there are 
not many people in this State who 
would again be fooled by such a trick 
as this. 

Demand the Permit 

Let me urge you, Mr. Investor, if 
you are determined to invest your 


tion Commission, when he knows that 
if his proposition is fair, just and 
equitable, he will have no trouble in 
obtaining a permit? All legitimate 
concerns co-operate with the depart¬ 
ment.

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LOWER LIGHTING RATES j 

DEMANDED OF EDISON CO. 

A 20 per cent reduction in electric 
rates charged Sierra Madre and other 
Southern California cities by the 
Southern California Edison company, 
is strongly urged in the final briefs in 
the big Edison rate case that were 
filed Monday with the State Railroad 
Commission. The brief filed by Sena¬ 
tor W. J. Carr, attorney for the South¬ 
ern California cities and a committee 
of the City Attorneys’ association, ask 
for a reduction of the Edison rates ' 
amounting to about $3,500,000 a year. * 
A similar reduction is also urged 
by the State Farm Uureau federation, 
represented by Frank S. Brittain. The 
Edison company throughout the hear-11 
wigs that have preceeded the filing of t 
the final briefs, strongly opposed any i 
reruction in its rates. J 

Many Cities Join Causl t 

The vurious Southern California t 
cities who are demanding a reduction j t 
in their electric rates from the South- < 
ern Califoria Edison company are Los 1 
Angeles, Alhambra, Arcadia, Chino, i 
Colton, El Monte, Fillmore, Fullerton, 
La Verne, Lindsay, Long Beach, Mon- t 
rovia, Newport Beach, Pasadena, Po¬ 
mona, Porterville, Riverside, San Bu¬ 
ena Ventura, Santa Monica, South 
Pasadena and Sierra Madre. 

Widespread interest has been aroused 1 
throughout Southern California in 
this rate hearing because of the many 
important issues involved, and also be¬ 
cause of the fact that these proceed¬ 
ings represent the first big rate case 
to be determined by the new railroad 
commission. It is expected that u de¬ 
cision will be handed down on the case 
before May 1. 

The rate case before the Railroad ; 
commission is a sequel to the emer- ‘ 
gency case of a year ago in which the 
commission ordered a cut in the Edi-; 
son comany’s rates of about $1,600,- 
000. Throughout the various hearings 
the rate case has been bitterly con-, 
tested. Fourteen days have been spent 1 
in actual hearings, which started last 
fall and have continued through the 
first part of this year. Commissioners 
Seavey, Brundige and Shore have con¬ 
ducted the hearings since the first of 
the year. 

Points of Attack 

The Edison company’s rate basis and 
depreciation annuity has been attacked 
as excessive by the cities and Farm 
Bureau federation. The cities put in 
full estimates, according to Senator 
Carr, of revenue and operating ex- j 
penses, claiming the company’s rev- | 
euue estimates for 1923 were too low, 
and its estimates for operating ex¬ 
penses too high. The company’s al¬ 
lowance for fuel oil at the present bas¬ 
is of $1.50 per barrel, is questioned 
by the cities, and it is urged that in j 
view of the of the low market price of 
oil, $1.00 per barrel is adequate. Many 
of the company’s expenditures charged | 
against the consumers have been at¬ 
tacked as improper charges. 

The cities arc also urging the com¬ 
mission, in fixing new rates, to take 
into account nearly $2,000,000 the 
company has earned in the last few j 
years in excess of what the commis- j 
sion intended in fixing the present 
rutes, as well as some $2,000,000 of 
severance damage the company re¬ 
ceived last year from the City of Los | 
Angeles and which the Company’s j 
auditor claims is non-operative profit. | 
Senator Carr in his brief for the cities 
also declares that the present rate of ; 
return of 8.3 per cent allowed the I 
company is unreasonable.

RECOGNIZED BY DOCTORS 

Women’s clubs vie with organiza¬ 
tions of men in Los Angeles county in 
their rush to support the county bond 
issue campaign, according to Mrs. A. 
J. Lawton, chairman of the organiza¬ 
tion committee. Among the latest to 
take a stand in favor of the issue is 
the Medical association of Los Angeles 
county, the Los Angeles Development 
league and several chambers of com¬ 
merce and women’s clubs. 

Dr. Harlan Shoemaker, secretary of 
the Medical association, is outspoken 


in his declaration that county hospital 
facilities are entirely inadequate. “It 
is really remarkable,” he stated this 
morning, “how well the county hospi¬ 
tal is managed when patients are so 
crowded. This condition is not only 
bad for the patients, but actually 
leaves little room for the nurses to 
move around. The county has out¬ 
grown its hospital accommodations, 
j and must provide more. The possibil- 
. ity of an epidemic while affairs are in 
| this condition is frightful to contem- 
! plate." 

“When it is stated to organizations 
that 30,000 people were turned away 
from the county hospital last year, be¬ 
cause there was no room for them, the 
members are quick to see the serious¬ 
ness of the situation,” said Supervisor 
Cogswell today. “A large proportion of 
this 30,000 could be treated in an out- 
atient department—but at present 
there is no department of this kind.” 

It was stated by Mr. Cogswell that 
an out-patient building is planned, and 
will be erected at once upon passage 
of the bond issue. It will then be pos¬ 
sible to treat patients with minor in¬ 
juries, such as cuts, slight burns, or 
bruises, without admitting them to the 


hospital, where they would take up 
room needed for the seriously injured. 

The construction of a communicable 
disease addition is also planned, where 
patients with contagious diseases 
would be well taken care of, and there 
would be no danger of transmitting 
the disease to other patients. 

Ward buildings for 400 beds are 
planned at Olive View sanatorium for 
the tubercular, and this, it is estimat¬ 
ed, would no more than fill the present 
demand. A children’s hospital is also 
planned, where the little ones, in the 
first stages of tuberculosis, will have 
a chance to romp and play in the brac¬ 
ing air, and regain their health. A 
site for this building has already been 
selected, on a hill to the east of the 
other buildings. 

“These plans, however,” said Mr. 
Cogswell, “are dependent upon the 
voters of Los Angeles county to a 
large extent. We hope the bonds will 
1 be approved, for it will mean that the 
| people will have 24 years to make pay- 
! merits. If they are not approved, we 
! will be forced to levy a tax to finance 
these additions, and payment will have 
to be made within 10 years at a rate 
of taxation much higher.”
